INTRODUCTORY COMMENTS 

This is in response to the Final Office Action dated September 12, 2005 (Paper No. 
09022005), for which a response was due on March 12, 2006 with maximum extension of time. 
The application was unintentionally abandoned. A Petition to Revive and a Notice of Appeal were 
filed on March 27, 2006. The Petition to Revive was granted and the decision mailed on 
April 26, 2006, and the period for filing the Appeal Brief was set to run from the mailing date of the 
petition.
